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Town plans municipal census 


Growth estimated to pass 4,500

Didsbury Review 


The Town of Didsbury will be taking a 
new look at their numbers this April. 

Didsbury Town Council accepted a 
proposal from town administration to 
conduct a 2008 municipal census start¬ 
ing this April. 

Mayor Brian Wittal says the census 


will give the town a more accurate look 
at the number of residents that live in 
Didsbury. 

"This will benefit the town when it 
comes to provincial grant funding that 
is based on a per capita formula," he 
said. 

Town Chief Financial Officer Sam 
Smalldon agrees, saying that if the 
town’s census count is higher than its 


recent federal totals, 4,275, more rev¬ 
enue would be available from provincial 
and federal sources. 

“It also gives us better planning num¬ 
bers to know capacities for service 
delivery,” he said. 

“Particularly with programs in the 
community: parks, recreation, social. It 
gives us a good understanding of the 
dynamics of the mix in our population.” 


Town municipal clerk Luana Smith 
says she’ll be looking for at least 10 
enumerators, and expects the process 
to take two weeks. Smith says, due to 
the number of Didsbury housing starts, 
she expects the population totals to be 
a significant increase, from the federal 
count, estimating their numbers to be 
somewhere between 4,500 and 4,600 
people.

Wannamakers defend crown 

Didsbury couple attempts repeat

When asked about this 
week’s weather forecast, 
Dena Wannaniaker pauses 
before answering. 

“The long-range forecast 
is supposed to be moder¬ 
ate." 

Dena, and her husband 
Hick Wannaniaker look at 
eachother, their faces curv¬ 
ing into grins as they arrive 
at the same thought. 

“But in northern 
Saskatchewan, What exact¬ 
ly is moderate?" 

It’s only a handful of days 
before tlu- Didsbury couple 
;utd their four-legged family 
of twelve leave for the start¬ 
ing line of what’s known to 
be the most revered dog 
sled race in the nation, the 
Canadian Challenge. 

The Wannamakers are 
defending champions - an 


accomplishment that not 
only brought the family 
local kudos, but helped 
solidify Didsbury as a dog 
sledding destination. 

But as the couple dissects 
their chances to repeat, 
they note a stumbling 
block. 

Organizers of the race 
have announced their inten¬ 
tion to shorten the 1 track 
from 400 miles, to 050 
miles. 

Their motivation is to 
increase the number of 
teams finishing the race. 

Of 10 contestants last 
year, the Wannamakers 
were only one of five to 
cross the finish line. 

“This makes it hard for 
me to repeat,” said Rick. 

“I don’t know if I can 
now.” 

While you’d think a short¬ 
ened trek would simplify a 
musher's shot at the crown, 


quicker runs play havoc 
with tlu- Didsbury team’s 
unique race strategy. 

Most teams are explosive 
out of the gates, hoping to 
lock on to a lead with early 
acceleration. 

“Rick gains at the end of 
the race, because it is a 
marathon," said Dena. 

At the turnaround 
halfway point last year, the 
Wannamakers’ sled was 
more than three hours 
behind. 

“As the race kept going, I 
kept hunting them down," 
he said. 

“When they cut 50 miles 
off the race, that’s my trump 
card.” 

The couple says, they 
capitalize on other teams 
wearing themselves out 
near the end of tlu- race, 
while the consistent 
Wannaniaker sled pours 
past them. 


“Last year, we finished 
with ten dogs, while most 
finished with six," said 
Rick, referring to early 
bursts of speed taking their 
toll both through injuries 
and illness on dogs from 
other squads. 

The team that finished 
second to the 

Wannamakers last year, had 
a team that averaged 13 
miles per hour, compared to 
the champions, which took 
tlu- hike at 11 miles an hour. 

While preparation for this 
year’s run has seen the 
Wannamakers prepare their 
group for a slightly faster 
pace, Rick says it’s difficult. 

“I can’t change these guys 
- I can’t say ‘hey guys, they 
made the race shorter, so 
now we’re doing 13 miles 
an hour.'" 

But the couple says their 
method allows them to use 
many of the same dogs on a 


yearly basis, taking 10 of the 
same 12 that won them the 
championship. 

Another challenge will be 
tlu- revised trail, something 
the Wannamakers say will 
Ik- about 75 per cent differ¬ 
ent from last year, with an 
upped portion on tlu- lakc-s. 

Preparing for the race 
hasn't been easy, with moth¬ 
er nature showing little 
cooperation. 

Every weekend for the 
last while, the 

Wannamakers have packed 
their team for snow-friendly 
training grounds just east of 
Edmonton. 

Rick says he would have 
liked to have remained clos¬ 
er to home. 

“We need about four or 
five inches to train,” he said. 
“Not very much, hut all our 
snow is in the ditch.’ 

The couple has been 
working the team since the

i-iul of August, doing short 
runs dial start at two miles, 
and increasing the practice 
lengths as they go along. 

By mid-November (hey 
are at 20 mile runs, hut 
instead of using quads, Rick 
says it’s important to get his 
group on snow. 

“Otherwise, it grinds the 
dogs down, and their mus¬ 
cles don’t stretch out prop¬ 
erly,” he said. 

Dena and Rick split up 
the team, taking six dogs 
apiece. 

“We always break il up 
into two, for safety reasons 
for us, and it makes them 
work harder, so when we 
go to a race and hook up 
twelve, they think it’s a pic¬ 
nic.” 

Not only is exercise 
important for tlu- dogs, hut 
so is diet. As the days get 
closer lo their departure, 
the Wannamakers increase 
the food intake of their 
c-rew, calling increased 
body fat essential for the 
conditions and the pull. 

Presently, like many 
other kennels, the 
Wannamakers are concen¬ 
trating on their dogs kick¬ 
ing a virus that has been 
circulating. 

“It’s just like kids going to 
school," said Dena of the 
bug. 

“But you don’t want it to 
go through your kennel too 
late," 

When one dog gets sick, 
they don’t isolate them 
until they gel better. 

“No, we put them righl in 
tlu- middle," said Rick. 

“We want to try and make 
them all get it.” 

That way, like humans, 
the dogs will have devel¬ 
oped the antibodies neces¬ 
sary for fighting (lie bug in 
the future, specifically race 
time. 

While Rick mushes, 
Dena’s efforts an- spent in 
two roles, as a driver and a 
handler. 

She travels to each rest 
stop, and as Rick trios to 
get some much-needed 
shuteye, Delia feeds and 
massages the dogs, prop¬ 
ping them for the next 
stretch. 

List year, Rick estimates 
sleeping approximately 
eight hours over a three- 
day |H*riod. 

Blit as he thunders down 
lilt- trail, Rick says he does¬ 
n't look to coffee to keep 
him bright-eyed. 

“With coffee, you’re good 
for a couple of hours and 
then it makes you crash." 
he explains. 

“When you are out there 
in certain situations in thc 
middle of the night, you 
have no trouble staying 
awake. 

"It's pretty high intensity. 
Especially when it’s so 
cold." 

Rick knows if he doesn’t 
stay awake, it would he 
easy to collide with a tree, 
or fall off and lose his team 
“You definitely want to 
have your wits alxnit you," 
added Dena. 

“There are checkpoints, 
hul then there an* miles of 
nothing.”

Municipalities argue over Olds lodge deficit

An overrun cost of $5 million to the 
new lodge in Olds has the towns of 
Carstairs, Cremona and Didsbury at 
odds with Mountain View Seniors’ 
Housing. 

The project, which is already under¬ 
way, was initially quoted at $13 million 
with 50 per cent funding (a grant of over 
$0 million) promised from (lie provincial 
government. 

However, new reports now list the 
project cost at $17.8 million - leaving 
the hoard with $12 million outstanding. 

A source from the town of Carstairs 
says that the provincial government has 
sent a letter saying that no additional 
funding will be received and that the 
bulk of the deficit w ill now likely be put 
on the taxpayers shoulders. 


“This is the result of poor planning. 
Where do they think this money is going 
to come from?” said the town represen¬ 
tative who asked not to be named until 
further details are released at the MAI’ 
meeting in two weeks. 

The town has stated that much of the 
board’s problems stem from the fact 
that a business plan was never created 
and that the project lost many of its key 
members early on. 

“The Mountain View Seniors’ Housing 
CAO, and many of the councillors who 
approved the project left before the con¬ 
tract was awarded," says the source. “As 
well, the consultant that they hired to 
evaluate the costs disappeared for four 
months and quit shortly after returning." 

The Town of Carstairs, which, along 
with Didsbury and Cremona signed an 
agreement on the deal, may have to pay

as much as $1 million towards the lodge 
if funds are not found elsewhere. 

“II shouldn’t be up to the municipali¬ 
ties to pay for this project,” said the rep¬ 
resentative. “This is not just a seniors’ 
lodge, it's also a dementia care unit and 
provides health care - which is the 
responsibility of the provincial govern¬ 
ment." 

The mayors of Carstairs, Didsbury and 
Olds, who will voice their displeasure at 
the upcoming MAP meeting, recently 
made a statement by not appearing at 
the sod-turning ceremony for the proj¬ 
ect several weeks ago. 

“Our towns can not afford to pay the 
amount needed for the Olds lodge, it 
would be a huge tax increase," said the 
source. “Carstairs is going to need to 
build a new seniors’ lodge in a few years 
and Cremona would have to choose 
between funding the new building or 
upgrading their water system.” 

While the viability of the project has 
been openly questioned, the seniors’ 
housing board says that they have a set 
contract set at $17.8 million and will be 
requesting further funds from the gov¬ 
ernment. 

“1 haven't seen a specific business 
plan yet, but we are evaluating the costs 
and I will be making a presentation to 
the municipalities in a few weeks,” says 
new CAO Alvin Melton. 

Carstairs mayor Lance Colby says that 
while the town does not dispute the 
need for seniors’ care, the project must 
be done in a responsible way. 

“We do question the viability of the 
project and are concerned that we 
haven’t seen a business plan, but I can’t 


say one way or another what will hap¬ 
pen,” says Colby. “We will hear more at 
the MAP meeting on Feb. 1!) and after 
that till' decision will be brought back to 
council. 

Brian Wittal, mayor of Didsbury, says 
that he is unhappy with the process and 
has concerns over the contract. 

“The building is going forward and we 
are committed to it, however we need 
more information," says Wittal. “We're 
not happy with the numbers we're see¬ 
ing and we want to know how they 
expect to pay for this project." 

Wittal says that while he doesn’t 
expect to see anything definite until 
after the election, he is hoping to see the 
board acquire further funding from the 
government. 

“The provincial government should 
not load the cost of seniors’ health care 
on to the municipality." 

Richard Marz, MLA for Olds, Didsbury 
and Three Hills, says that he has made 
the minister aware of the situation but 
says the government will not provide 
any more funding until concrete num¬ 
bers on the project can be shown. 

“For the price of the project to go up 
that amount, something is clearly out of 
whack. I don’t know who did the con¬ 
sulting, hut $5 million is a lot to be out," 
says Marz. 

Marz says that something must be 
done about the project and that he is 
very concerned. 

“It’s not the first time that someone’s 
projections have been off, but due to the 
extent of the increase we may have to 
go back and look at and re-evaluate the 
whole project.”

Marz looks for return to office

A chance to finish old business with a new leader is 
what's driving Richard Marz to seek his fourth term in the 
provincial legislature. 

The incumbent Progressive Conservative candidate for 
the Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills riding is hoping voters will 
send him and the rest of his PC cohorts back to 
Edmonton to finish guiding the province through its con¬ 
tinued growth cycle. 

"This last year just working with Ed, he’s got a vision for 
catching up with some of these growth factors and catch¬ 
ing up with some of the infrastructure deficit that we 
incurred over the last 12 years,” explained Marz. 

However, he still believes the decisions made by the 
Klein government of years past that helped get the 
province’s financial house in order were necessary and 
ultimately responsible for the prosperity the province is 
currently realizing. 

“Yes we made some sacrifices and now we’re in that 
post-debt era where we’re dealing with those sacrifices 
along with unprecedented growth," he said. “We’ve done 
a lot more this last year with Ed at the helm, catching up 
on roads, hospitals and schools.” 

Like most rural ridings in the province, Marz believes 
people in the local constituency are concerned about the 
basic issues of infrastructure, health care and education, 
but also w ith the future of the oil and gas sector and the 
agriculture industry. 

He said the recent debate over oil and gas royalties was 
a difficult process for the government liecau.se they had to 
strike a balance bet ween the interests of the people and 
the province, but also with producers who are investing in 
the province. 


“We want to see this production happen, it’s good for 
Alberta ... and it’s good for everyone involved,” Marz said. 
“The royalties was a controversial issue ... but I believe 
we came close to striking the right balance.” 

As for agriculture, Marz said he believes the provincial 
government has and will be a leader in ensuring the indus¬ 
try remains viable and thriv¬ 
ing. That means support ing or 
creating farm assistance pro¬ 
grams as well as helping in 
finding markets for Alberta 
agricultural products. 

“Alberta, in my memory, has 
always been there for the 
agriculture industry ... most 
of the time leading the federal 
government,” he offered. “It’s 
a vital industry that has undergone some very difficult 
times and it will be doing well again, but we have to make 
sure we get through the tough spots." 

Also high on the incumbent’s to-do list is continued 
emphasis on upgrading the local transportation infra¬ 
structure. While Marz believes a good job has been done 
on upgrading primary and secondary highways, he also 
believes work needs to be done to make sure roads not 
only have a good surface but need to have the necessary 
safety features. 

He cites Highway 22 as a perfect example and the need 
for more passing lanes to support the traffic increases the 
road has realized. 

“Highway 22 is an extremely high priority for me. It’s 
more of a safety issue than anything,” Marz said. “The sur¬ 
face is comparatively good but that’s why it's so difficult 
to get some action on it. 

“But I’m confident we're going to gel some progress on 


that in the next few years.” 

While the prosperity Alberta is experiencing is an envi¬ 
able position, Marz said it does lead to extensive pressure 
being put on the government to dip into the treasury or 
slash taxes. With that in mind, he was able to change his 
own personal position on health-care premiums, which 
the government recently announced it was going to phase 
out over four years if re-elected. 

“When 1 first got elected I supported premiums because 
I fell that Albertans needed to know that there is a cost to 
health care. If you recognize that there’s a cost to health 
care and pay a portion of it, then you’ll use it prudently,” 
Marz explained. 

“However, in my years as an MIA, I could see a negative 
side of it,” ho said, adding he believes eliminating the pre¬ 
mium payment will put money back in the pockets of 
Albertans, particularly those who need it most at the 
lower end of the income scale. 

Asked why it’s being phased out rather than eliminated 
immediately, Marz said the province has made commit¬ 
ments to infrastructure upgrades that will require the 
financial buffer for the next couple of years. 

“I’m not in favour of spending more money than we are 
taking in," Marz explained. “We didn’t gel to where we are 
to go backwards at this stage but I can tell you the expec¬ 
tation is high.” 

As for the campaign trail, Marz said he plans to stick to 
the tried and true method that he favours; talking to peo¬ 
ple in the riding directly. 

“I’m a one-on-one type of person ... I just want to get 
out to the' people,” he said, adding that encouraging peo¬ 
ple to take part in the democratic process is something 
he’s trying to do, particularly among voters who believe 
the result is a foregone conclusion. 

"Apathy is something we’re very concerned about.” 



Engel to represent 
new Wildrose Alliance

Anita Reiiner will admit to bi'ing many things, hut nar¬ 
row-minded isn’t one of t hem. 

But Ihe Didsbury native’s diverse* tastes have taken I heir 
toll on her frequent flyer miles. 

After her days in Didsbury, Heinter lias spent little time 
in one spot - achieving athletic coaching success in Now 
York, providing theatre mentorship in Indiana, and mis¬ 
sionary leadership in a number of third world countries. 

“I’m an opportunity seeker - I think ‘let’s do it now, 
before the door closes.’" 

The opportunist tackled a coaching opportunity with 
the Nyack (New York) University Warriors, which were at 
the time she tutored them called the Purple Pride. 

Approximately 20 minutes outside Manhattan and 
across the Hudson River, Reimer lived in an expensive 
one-bedri lorn apartment. 

While she enjoyed her days in New York, she says life in 
the Big Apple had a much different feel than her Didsbury 
youth, or the many states and countries she travelled 
later. 

“You’d go for a run on a trail and you’d greet people with 
‘Hi!’" she says in her expression-filled voice, as it turns 
into her trademark infectious laugh, “and then they’d look 
the other way." 

Since the ‘70s, Nyack’s cross-country program sagged. 

But the personable Reimer was victorious in breathing 
new life into the school sport, capturing (’ACC coach of 
tlu' year honours in her second of a two-year coaching 
stint, helping lead her five-runner squad to all-conference 
success in 2002. 

Growing up, Reimer was admittedly never a cross-coun¬ 
try junkie, but rather someone who simply epjoyed 
sports.

Prior to leaving for her post- secondary education in the 
United States, Reimer spent time with Teen Mania, an 
international ministries organization, and Didsbury-based 
Chinook Winds Christian Centre, that brought her to 
places throughout Europe, where she participated in a 
theatre method called mimes to music. Mimes to music 
features a narrator, who explains the story in the coun¬ 
try’s language, while the Canadian actors would perform 
the parts. 

“You would perform in third world countries, and you 
would get 100 people in five minutes." 

While Reimer eryoys her time at Bethel College, she still 
has her sights set on returning to Canada and establishing 
her acting career in Vancouver, something she sees her¬ 
self doing in the near future.

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Radio station switches 
dial location

The radio station serving Didsbury and area will 
soon be moving down the FM dial. 

CAB-K Broadcasting Ltd., which operates CKL.I-FM 
that currently broadcasts at 97.7 MHz, is already in the 
process of testing the station’s new frequency at 96.5 
MHz. 

According to Brian Hepp, who owns the station 
along with wife Melanie, the change will allow the 
country-format station to increase its effective radiat¬ 
ed power from 16,000 watts to 35,000 watts, improving 
reception in the further reaches of their service area. 

“The opportunity was there as far as the frequency 
was concerned," said Hepp. “And it should help give 
better reception to people in the outlying areas." 

The station received approval from the Canadian 
Radio-television and Telecommunications Commission

the community has become used to it. 

“Once we’re confident everyone knows where we are 
then we’ll shut the other one (97.7) down,” he 
explained. 

Part of the process leading to the shutdown of the 
current frequency will be an information campaign to 
make listeners aware that the change is being under¬ 
taken. 

For the station management most of the work has 
been technical in nature, including an increase in the 
station’s antenna height to help facilitate the change in 
broadcast frequency and strength. 

Hepp said other than the spot on the dial, most lis¬ 
teners should find the station to he virtually identical, 
offering the same format of music, news, sports and 
community information. 

Once the local company has finished completing its 
frequency changeover for the CKL.J station, it will 
focus its efforts on implementing CKJX-FM, a radio 
station with a rock/pop format that will broadcast at 
the frequency 104.5 MHz. 

“We hope to get going on it in the spring,” said Hepp. 

CAB-K received a broadcast licence in June 2007 for 
the rock format station. 

The 97.7 MHz frequency has been approved by the 
CRTC for a folk/acoustic FM station owned by Rawlco 
Radio Ltd., based in Calgary.

Traffic stop results in arrests

Three men have been charged in connection with a 
traffic stop in Didsbury last month. 

Bill Georgopulos, 27, of Calgary, has been charged

Robert Kavanaugh pulled over a 
vehicle during a routine traffic stop at the Fas Gas in 
Didsbury Jan. 22 at 4 a.m. 

Police found the registered owner of the vehicle had 
outstanding warrants from the Calgary Police Service. 

Kavanaugh proceeded to complete a search of the 
vehicle, in which he found open liquor and nine grams 
of crack cocaine. 

“We are pleased with the results of the stop,” said 
Didsbury RCMP Sgt. Kevin O’Dwyer. “We are hoping 
we can get more things like this off the road in the 
future.” 

RCMP also learned the driver of the vehicle did not 
have a driver’s licence. 

All three were held in custody and later released.
